A crown roast of pork has quite 
as much elegance as a crown roast 
of lamb, and perhaps it will have 


the added advantage of newness 
on your table. A crown roast is 
one of the prettiest roasts to serve; 
it can come up with paper frills 
on the rib ends, and the center 
may be filled with colorful vege- 
tables, 

The retailer will arrange this 
crown roast for you, but you'll 
want to know that it is formed 
from the center loin with the rib 
ends frenched. This roast is cook- 
ed by slow cooking, and it should 
be cooked well done. Follow these 
directions for cooking crown roast: 

1, Have roast arranged by re- 
tailer. 

2. Rub with salt and pepper. 

3. Place on a rack in roasting 


pan; do not cover pan, and do} ji 


not add water. 

4. Fill center with dressing (if 
dressing is desired), and wrap 
bone ends with a slice of salt pork 
to prevent charring. 

5. Place in moderate oven, 350 
degrees, and roast until well done. 
allowing about 30 minutes to the 
pound for cooking. 


Has Advantage of Newness. 


Before serving decorate the rib 
ends with paper frills, potato balls, 
small apples or other fruit. And 
if no dressing is used, fill center 
with vegetables. A dressing which 
you will like very much is this: 
Prune Stuffing for Crown Roast. 

l cup prunes 

2 cups bread crumbs 

1 medium-sized onion, finely cut 

1 cup diced celery 

1-4 cup green pepper, finely 

chopped 

Salt and pepper 

Cook the prunes in water until 
tender, drain and cut in small 
pieces, removing pits. Add the 
bread crumbs, onion, celery and 
green pepper and moisten with 
meat stock or water. Place in 
center of crown roast before roast 
goes into oven. The platter may 
be garnished with bananas, sliced 
in halves lengthwise and browned 
in hot fat. Decorate further with 
parsley or watercress.

But’Doctors Do Not Think 
Case Has Bearing on 
Human Race. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(/)—All 
day long doctors crowded into the 


peer at a lively doe rabbit, fa- 
thered by a solution of common 
table salt, born to a female rabbit 
to which it was no relation what- 
soever. 

She was the first mammalian 
creature brought into the animal 
kingdom by fatherless birth—nor- 


mal, healthy and raising a rumpus 
for the distinguished _ visitors, 
some of whom thought back to 
the days of Thomas Henry Huxley 
who predicted human beings 
might be brought into the world 
by “glass mothers,” 

But none of today’s doctors be- 
lieved that the phenomenon had 
any bearing in relation to the hu- 
man race, 

“This synthetic birth makes 
perceptible fundamental princi- 
ples of reproduction,” they agreed. 
“As to synthetic birth among hu- 
mans—none can tell.” 

Close by the cage of his “crea- 
tion” hovered Dr. Gregory Pincus, 
of Clark University, who launched 
his work at Harvard. The rabbit 
he exhibited, he said, was pro- 
duced by fertilizing the ovum of a 
female rabbit with a saline solu- 
tion instead of male cells. 

The fertilized ovum then was 
transplanted to another female 
rabbit where the embryo devel-

TEACHERS ASSURED 
OCTOBER SALARIES. 


Rivers Transfers $500,000 
From Tobacco Collections 


to Meet Needs. 


School teachers of Georgia yes- 
terday were assured of their sec- 
ond month’s pay when Governor 
Rivers ordered approximately 
$500,000 in tobacco tax collections 
transferred to the general fund to 
meet school requisitions. 

The tobacco tax ordinarily is al- 
located directly to pay Confeder- 
ate pensions, but as the total col- 
lections were in excess of needs of 
the veterans and their widows, 
Governor Rivers made the trans- 
fer by executive order and, it was 
said, these borrowed funds would 
not have to be repaid. 

Last month Governor Rivers 
“borrowed” $1,700,000 from the 
highway department allocations to 
pay the teachers. 

Four school systems as yet have 
not requested funds from the state 
to pay September salaries. This 
was reduced from six yesterday 
when Camden and Jeff Davis 
schools were paid. 

Approximately 50 of the county 
and city school systems have not 
asked salaries for October under 
the seven-month state-support ed- 
ucational act of 1937. 

It takes approximately $1,500,- 
000 per month to pay the school 
teachers,

There is good reason to believe that, so far 
at any rate, England has already made one 
gain as a direct result of the war which will, 
in the future, outweigh many times all the loss 
of ships and lives and money already suffered. 

At this stage, the English people have every 
reason to say “Thank you,” to Adolf Hitler, 
because he forced them to go to war and to 
take steps considered necessary for protection 
under modern war conditions. 

For one of those protective steps, the evacu- 
ation of school children from the air raid 
danger areas into the comparatively safe homes 
of the country villagers and rural areas, has 
brought about such a social reawakening in 
Engiand its:value cannot be computed. 

The great part of the children evacuated 
came from the poorest sections of the big cities. 
It is but natural that the poorest living dis- 
tricts, the slums, should cluster around the 
industrial plants, the docks and ship building 
yards and the railroad centers. People who 
can afford better homes prefer them away from 
such places. : ° 

Yet it is these crowded areas which are most 
exposed to danger when air raids come. For the 
industrial plants, the docks and the railroads 
are the targets which enemy bombers of the air 
desire most to destroy. | 

Thus it was principally the children of the 
slums who were moved into the country homes, 
They were, many of them, so utterly filthy any 
normal person, living in a decent home, was 
shocked and sickened to discover their condi- 
tion. Many of them were diseased. In lots 
of cases their clothing had to be burned and 
it required disinfectants as well as soap and 


hot water to make them clean. Insecticides, 
too, were in demand. Some of the revelations 


about these youngsters of the slums were so 
shocking they cannot be mentioned here. 

But the shock has been good for England. 
The well-to-do ruling classes, in their spotless 
homes, have been forced into close, intimate 
contact with those at the other end of the so- 
cial and economic scale. The result has been 
a galvanic shock of horrified realization. And 
the English, slow to become alarmed, are at last 
awake on this point, anyway. It is certain that 
something definite, something more drastic and 
widespread than ordinary rehousing projects, 
will result. 

On the other hand, there is, arising from the 
same cause, another force for social revolution. 
This comes from the opposite pole in the con- 
tact, the slum children themselves. 

To scores of thousands of these underprivi- 
leged youngsters, evacuation meant their first 
- sight of the green fields of nature and trees 
growing in the wild. They had never seen a 
cow or chicken or a fat hog wallowing in a sty. 
Fruit growing on trees or vegetables in the 


fields were altogether alien to their experience, _

What 
subsidization has been present has not been as 
well directed or as complete ‘in its scope in the 
south as in the north. It still is not, and it is 
to be devoutly hoped it never will be. 

But this almost professional aspect of north- 
ern football has laid more stress upon the me- 
chanics of the game than on the spirits There 
has been a greater and greater tendency to 
avoid the physical contact which, rightly, is a 
part of the game. While southern teams have 
been concentrating upon balancing hard 
blocking and bruising tackling with perfected 
timing and plays, northern teams have devel- 
oped more and more a game minimizing hard 
play. So that when they are confronted with 
the admittedly bruising play of hard-running 
southern teams, they are unable to “take it.” 
They have placed a premium on “cream puff” 
playing. 

This aspect of the game reached its climax 
in the meeting of Georgia and N. Y. U. The 
Butts-coached team is a team taught to block 
and tackle and mean it. The bigger New York 
boys couldn’t stand up under it. So, the fight 
was on, the stage having been set by a coach 
so much afraid of his own team’s ability to 
stand up under straight, clean, hard football 
that he had to attempt to forestall it. His 
scheme worked for the first half. The second 
half proved the point. They couldn’t take it. 


For Truth in Signs | 

Irrefutably, the signs demarking Atlanta’s 
city limits should be at the exactly correct spots. 
A city such as this, whose businessmen pride 
themselves upon maintenance of truth in ad- 
vertising, Should never permit misleading in- 
formation to be officially and unequivocally 
broadcast to the world, on such an important 
issue as this. 

It is now suspected, since Engineer Torras 
discovered the city limit sign on the Bankhead 
highway is 400 feet too far out, that other signs 
on other highways may likewise be misplaced. 
If this is true, think of the opportunities opened 
to the legal fraternity. Couldn’t some bright 
lawyer, for instance, dig into the records and 
find all cases of motorists who have been fined 
for exceeding the city speed limit and whose 
arrests took place in that 400-foot falsely label- 
ed stretch of the Bankhead highway? Perhaps 
he could secure restitution of fines paid. Or 
damages for time spent in the city jail for of- 
fenses committed there. 

And think of the difference in time involved 
in a businessman’s trip to his office, and back, 
each day. A second or two, saved or lost. For, 
as all motorists know, the custom nowadays is 
to travel as fast as decency and reasonable 
safety permit until reaching the city limit 
sign. Then, as good law observers, the speedo- 
meter needles all drop to 25 mph. Or, at least, 
30 mph. 

There is one highway leading into the city, 
however, which is already ambiguous and, toa 
certain degree, misleading. On Ponce de Leon 
the city limit sign is a full 500 feet nearer in 
than the 25 mph. speed limit sign. Perhaps the 
city engineer, or the mayor, or somebody, will 
inform the motoring public which of these two 
signs tells the truth.

GERMANY AND TURKEY. 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 


Turkey imported from Germany during the 
-Airst half of the current year merchandise valued 
at $29,129,000, or 53 per cent of its total imports, 
and at the same time exported to Germany $22,< 
644,000, or 49 per cent of its total exports, These 
figures are from a release of the United States 
Department of Commerce through its Dallas dis- 
trict office. They are significant in view of the 
recent swing of Turkey away from the Berlin- 
Moscow axis. They show how vital a factor the 
German trade is to Turkish national economy. 
The relationship which sustains this trade dates 
back to Imperial Germany’s Berlin-to-Bagdad 
dream, which was effective in bringing Turkey 
into the World War in opposition ta the Allies. 
Only demands highly distasteful to Turkish of- 
ficialdom could have been effective in bringing 
about the recent decision to line up with Franch 
and England. These demands came from Mos- 
cow, not Berlin, but since Moscow and Berlin are 
now standing together, the new Turkish lineup 
may be expected to affect greatly the hitherto 
thriving trade with Germany. 

There is significance also in the fact that the 
United States is the second most important coun- 
try in Turkey’s foreign trade, although the United 
States supplied only 8 per cent of the Turkish 
import and 5 per cent of the export trade. The 
weakening of the trade ties between Germany 
and Turkey should give American exporters an 
opportunity to increase their market, especially 
since Turkish imports from Germany have been 
such merchandise as industrial and agricultural 
machinery, electrical equipment, locomotives, 
printing presses, water power machinery, automo- 
biles, textile products and such raw materials as 
cotton ond wool. The increase in imports to this 
country from Turkey would consist primarily of 
increase in Turkish tobacco, which has been the 
leading item in the German-Turkish trade. 
Prompt efforts by American firms in international] 
trade to divert as much of this business to our 
shores as possible would bring not only the direct 
benefit of increased trade, but would serve a pur- 


pose in helping to swing the balance of world 
economic forces against the Berlin-Moscow axis.

GERMAN PRICE FOR RUSSIA WASHINGTON, Nov. 2— 

Germany’s concessions to 
Russia are at the very heart of the present European situation. Ac- 
cording to the best-informed American officials, they are even huger 
than is generally supposed. Under one article of their agreement 
with the Soviets, the Germans are now secretly dismantling the 
fortifications of Memel, Under another, the Russians are begin- 
ning construction of powerful military and air bases just across the 
border of East Prussia. Still a third article, not yet acted upon, is 
believed to add all the old kingdom of Rumania—not merely Bes- 
sarabia—to Russia’s other territorial acquisitions. 

With Russia threatening East Prussia in the north, and in the 
south probably commanding Germany’s bread-basket, the rich Danu- 
bian valley, from behind the bastion of the Carpathians, the Ger- 
mans are paying a cruel price for Russian support. That the sup- 
port will be forthcoming, at least for the time being, seems to be 
abundantly proved. The curious thing is, however, that, in the 
opinion of one high authority, the price was promised in the be- 
lief that the promise could be redeemed at the usual depreciated 
Nazi rate. In other words, Hitler is thought to have planned to 
repudiate his concessions to Stalin when it-came time to make good 


on them. 
THE UNSHAKABLE CONVICTION This theory of the history 
. 7 of the Russo-German pact 
is unusually striking, both because it seems to fit the known facts 
better than any other, and because the authority who originated it is 
known for his brilliant analyses of foreign affairs. It begins with 
the strangest of all the facts now on the record—that, until a period 
several days after the pact with the Soviets was signed, and only 
a few days before the outbreak of war, Hitler and his advisers were 


- wnshakably convinced that the English and French would not fight. 


The conviction was testified to in a number of important ways, 
notably assurances of peace given by the German foreign office to 
its banking connections in London and Paris. These assurances 
were in turn passed on, and caused the surprising misreading of the 
situation in the Treasury here and in banking circles in New York. 
The reasons for the conviction were obvious enough. 

First, the English had not originally intended éo fight, and Hitler 
could not forget the strong signs of a year or so before that he 
would have something very like carte blanche to the eastward. 
Second, Von Ribbentrop, misinformed by his friends among the 
remnants of the “appeasement” group in London, persistently mis-: 
informed Hitler. And, third, there was the Soviet pact itself. ‘Phis 
was intended to be a grand set-piece stopping the English and 
French in their.tracks, making clear the footlessness of trying to 
aid the Poles, and insuring the truth of Von Ribbentrop’s predictions. 


SURPRISE ON AUGUST 30 The important thing to remem- 

ber, according to the above- 
mentioned high authority, is that the Russo-German pact was signed 
in this atmosphere of semi-religious faith in the pacifist tendencies 
of England and France. 

This being so, and taking into account all other aspects of the 
situation, the evidence clearly suggests that Ribbentrop was sent 
to Moscow with orders to sign anything. He was empowered to 
make any promise, subscribe to any Russian demand, offer any con- 
ceivable concession; but to return to Berlin with some sort of agree- 
ment. The agreement, which would confirm English and French 
pacifism, was what Hitler wanted. Then, with England and France. 
out of the way, he could go into Poland with his whole army and 
his whole air force, meet the Russians at the Polish border, and toss 
the agreement in Stalin’s face. 

The only trouble with this Machiavellian schedule of the future 
was that the future did not work out that way. After a day of 
shocked horror, the English and French composed their minds and 
steeled their wills. By August 30, the Germans were finally con- 
vinced that the democracies would fight after all. But, by August 
30, Hitler had involved himself so deeply that he could not draw 
back. He had to go on, and, going on, he has had to redeem his 


promises to Russia down to the last exacting detail. 
Such is the theory of the high authority. As a footnote to con- 
temporary history, it deserves consideration.

The two great wars now in prog- 
ress, that in the Orient between 
Japan and China, and that in 
Europe, are the strangest wars, 
thus far, about which I have ever 
read, in the fact that apparently 
the people have somehow been de- 
livered from the frightening 
hatred which has so generally pre- 
vailed in previous times of war.

warrants which will be worthless. 
At the end of this laborious stretch 
of reading there occurs a para- 
graph. requiring that the warrants 
must be accepted at face value by 
all state, county and city govern- 
mental bodies in payment of taxes 
and. other  obligations—which 
means, incidentally, that the coun- 
terfeit money may be used to pay 
for gas, water or electricity bought 
from publicly owned public utili- 
ties. It is provided, however, that 
public employees need not accept 
the counterfeit money for their 
wages, but another provision re- 
quires that anyone who sells 
equipment to the state or any of 
the inferior governing bodies must 
accept dream-bucks to the extent 
of half of his claim. In these two 
provisions, close together, the au- 
thors discredit their own counter- 
feit money 100 per cent and 50 
per cent, respectively. 

Section 16 establishes a_ state 
bank whose chairman shall be the 
administrator, with an initial kitty 
of $20,000,000 in real money to 
be raised by. a bond issue, and 
section 20 confirms the difference 
between real money and dream- 
bucks by referring to the one as 
“lawful money” and the other as 
“retirement compensation war- 
rants.’ The administrator would 
have authority to hire an unlimited 
number of employees, and now the 
promoters really begin to go to 
town.

This is the one which places 
him above the courts and all other 
laws with supreme power.

Their ostensible reason was that 
they owed the adventurers behind 
the ham-and-eggs plan a debt of 
gratitude for their assistance in 
defeating an anti-picketing law. 
This might be true as to the San 
Francisco Labor Council, but the 
reason why the CIO indorsed it is 
that the Communists dominate & 
sufficient number of CIO units to 
control such a decision.

It was likely to lead, they argued, 
to American involvement in the 
war. 

Proponents of the bill argued 
that the measure was necessary to 
. true neutrality since it gave 
“equality of opportunity” to both 
sides. Speaker Bankhead said in 
today’s debate that in view of re- 
cent developments no one could 
say that the British blockade 
would not be smashed by German 
submarines and aircraft. He said 
the attitude of this country “should 
not be changed by mere temporary 
changes in the fortunes of battle.” 

When the house approached the 
crucial decision today the parlia- 
mentary situation was this: The 
chamber had received from the 
senate a bill embodying the ad- 
ministration’s plan to repeal the 
existing law’s embargo on arms 
shipments to warring powers and 
substitute the “cash - and - carry” 
plan. 

The house, which passed last 
session a bill containing an em- 
bargo on “lethal weapons” but not 
on airplanes, had decided earlier 
this week to refer the whole sub- 
ject to a senate-house conference 
to iron out the differences. 

Shanley Motion. 

But today, the chamber had to 
decide the vital question of what 
instructions it should give its con- 
ferees.

The house flat- 
ly rejected this, 243 to 181, and 
the great fight was over. _

Before today’s big vote the 
house rejected, 228 to 196, a mo- 
tion to tighten the bill’s restric- 
tions against loans or credits to 
belligerent nations. Representa- 
tive Wolcott, Republican, Michi- 
gan, made the motion, which 
would have forbidden the Federal 
Reserve banks or other govern- 
mental agencies to finance any 
purchases by belligerents. 

By a vote of 245 to 179, the 
chamber thrust aside a motion by 
Representative Vorys, Republican, 
Ohio, to embargo shipments of 
arms and ammunition while per- 
mitting the export of “instru- 
ments of war,” such as airplanes. 

In three hours’ debate which 
preceded the voting today, the 
house epitomized every argument 
that has been offered for and 
against the bill in two months of 
excited discussion throughout the 
nation. As always when impor- 
tant decisions are-about to be 
made, the members stuck to their 
seats, or wandered about the cloak 
rooms and rear aisle of the cham- 
ber smoking, arguing and telling 
stories. 

The chair maintained order with 
the greatest of difficulty at times, 
so excited or just plain noisily in- 
attentive, did the membership be- 
come | 

Noisily Inattentive. 

One man to whom it listened in 
an electric hush was the majority 
leader, Representative Rayburn, 
Democrat, Texas, who asserted 
that the bill as passed by the sen- 
ate forbids “the things that got 
this country into the war 22 years 
ago.” The question before the 
house, he continued, was whether 
it should agree to the senate bill. 
Should the house insist upon re- 
taining the arms embargo, the leg- 
islation would fail, he warned, be- 
cause the senate would insist upon 
repealing it and the issue would 
be at a deadlock. 

“What’s the picture if we have 
no legislation at all?” he asked. 
“We have reckless American citi- 
zens traveling on belligerent ships. 
We have reckless American ship- 
owners sending ships through 
danger zones with American car- 
goes and American sailors. 

Accorded Ovation. 

“T tremble to contemplate what 
might be the reaction in this coun- 
try to the sinking of our ships and 
the destruction of American lives.” 

When he finished, Rayburn re- 
ceived such an ovation as the 
house seldom hears. Shouts and 
“Rebel yells” from the Democratic 
side mingled with more than per- 
functory handclapping from the 
Republicans. 

Together with the veteran Ray- 
burn, the house listened to a first- 
termer, making his first speech, 
dapperly dressed, grey-haired Rep- 
resentative Austin, Republican, 
Connecticut, who left a medical 
practice to enter politics. 

Lifting the embargo, he said, 
made American entry into the war 
a probability. The American peo- 
ple, he asserted, were firmly dis- 
posed to keep out of war. 

Great Britain Flayed. 

“We miserably fail the people, if 
under the guise of neutrality we 
wilfully translate their desire into 
intervention,” he said. 

Representative Sweeney, Demo- 
crat, Ohio, rose to denounce Great 
Britain roundly and to declare 
that “Christians” in this country 
were planning to sell poison gas to 
kill “Christians over there.” 

“Not with my vote!” he shouted. 

Recalling that King George of 
England had presented President 
Roosevelt with a copy of the King 
James Bible, he said that other 
British “missionaries” used to give 
the “same Good Book” to the 
“simple natives of Africa.” The 
Bible and the flag, he exclaimed, 
“always preceded the 
trader.”

France Places Orders. 

A British purchasing mission 
headed by Lieutenant Colonel J.

& Wilcox, Ltd., has been at Mont- 
real, but is expected to transfer 
its principal activities to New 
York. 

While congress debated the neu- 
trality issue, the British appeared 


to have withheld their purchases,’ 


but France’s representatives are 
known to have placed quietly 
many orders whose _ fulfillment 
was subject to repeal of the em- 
bargo. 

Most of the foreign orders are 
welcomed officially as an aid to 
American national defense. It is 
pointed out that they will mean 
expansion of industry’s capacity to 
produce munitions of all kinds. 


U. S. Manufacturing Facili- 
ties Held Beyond Anything 
Ever Conceived. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—(UP)—Offi- 
cial British quarters tonight re- 
ceived with enthusiasm word that 


the American congress had voted 
to lift the arms embargo, 

It was stated that as a result 
it might be expected that the 
United States will release “hun- 
dreds” of reconnaissance land 
planes, fighters, light bombers and 
big flying boats awaiting shipment 
from New York and California. 

Arms ted. 
. Immediate shipments of guns 
and munitions also were expected 
as soon as the bill has had final 
passage and is signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

“It means an unlimited supply 
of fighting and bombing planes is 
available to the Allies,” an aircraft 
expert said. “United States man- 
ufacturing facilities in this respect 
never have been actually tested, 
but are so far beyond anything 
ever conceived that there is no 
limit to the supply available.” 

Referring to Nazi assertions that 
the British would have trouble in 
“getting the stuff across,” it was 
said that elaborate arrangements 
have been made to begin transpor- 
tation immediately. 

It was indicated that the flying 
boats would be flown to Britain 
and France direct from the United 


States. 
80 Bombers. 

Among the planes already or- 
dered and understood to be ready 
for delivery were 80 twin-engined 
Lockheed reconnaissance bombers 
for Britain. 

There are now 100 twin-engined 
Douglas bombers and 215 Glenn- 
Martin bombers on order for 
France. 

It was stated that future British 
orders probably would be chiefly 
for long - range reconnaissance 
land planes and big flying boats, 
while France would purchase 
fighters and light reconnaissance 
bombers. 

American manufacturers were 
understood to have shown readi- 
ness to turn out unlimited supplies 
of fighting aircraft, contingent 
only on British and French’ ability 
to pay for and transport them. 

It was reported reliably that un- 
limited dollar exchange had been 
provided to insure immediate and 
continued shipments.

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—(UP)—Ger- 
many tonight accused the United 
States of giving “outright support” 
to Great Britain and France by 
repeal of the United States arms 
embargo. 

The allegation was made by the 


da ministry shortly after word 
reached Berlin of today’s action in 
congress. 

Nazi quarters, foreseeing heavy 
British and French orders for 
American arms and munitions, 
warned that German U-boats 
probably will intensify their activ- 
ities in the Atlantic in an effort to 
sink as many arms-carrying ships 
as possible. 

Both the foreign office and the 
propaganda ministry said that the 
lifting of the embargo “was no 
surprise and was to be expected.” 
Official comment will be withheld, 
it was. explained, until there is 
time to examine the full signifi- 
cance of the United States’ move. 

But from the tone of the Nazi 
press comment in recent days on 
the embargo question, it is cer- 
tain that congress’ decision will 
be assailed bitterly by Nazi 
spokesmen and newspapers, in 
much the same manner that So- 
viet Premier-Foreign Commissar 
Molotoff struck at it in his speech 
Tuesday night in Moscow. 

The Nazi press has charged that 
repeal of the mandatory arms em- 
bargo would favor only the Allies 
and threatens to “drag the United 
States into the war.” 

News of the repeal of the em- 
bargo was received in Berlin by 
radio at 11 p. m.

liam Byrd II, of Westover, Va., 
who lived from 1674 to 1744, 
__A typical entry, on February 5, 
1711, tells of Byrd’s displeasure 
at his wife’s preparation for the 
governor’s ball in Williamsburg: 
“I rose about 8. o’clock and 


\found my cold still worse. I said 


my prayers and ate ham and po- 


‘tatoes for breakfast. My wife and 


I quarreled about her pulling her 

brows. She threatened she would 

not go to Williamsburg 

might not pull them; I refused, 

however, and got the better of 

her and maintained my authority,” 
“Full of Mirth.” 


On November 13, 1709: “In the | 


evening we drank a bottle of wine 
pretty freely and were full of 
mirth and good humor and par- 
ticularly Colonel Waters. How- 
ever, we were merry and wise and 
went to bed in good time by my 
means. I neglected to say my pray- 
ers, but had good health, good 
thoughts, and good humor, thanks 
be to God Almighty.” 

“To that body of informal lit- 
erature of which Pepys’ diary is 
the most famous example, Byrd’s 
diary is an important contribu- 
tion,” Dr. Wright said 

“Byrd was one of the most im- 
portant men of letters in the south 
before the Revolutionary War, and 
the diary is extremely valuable 
for the light it throws on intel- 
lectual and social conditions in 
the colonial period. Indeed, it is 
one of the few diaries for the 


south.” 
220,000 Words. 

The particular diary now being 
transcribed and edited covers the 
years 1709 to 1712, and will run 
about 220,000 words. Another por- 
tion, from 1739 to 1741, has been 
discovered at the University of 
North Carolina, and a third por-. 
tion from 1717 to 1721 has been 
found among papers of the Vir- 
ginia Historical Society. 

“No trifle is too insignificant to 
find a place in the journal,” Dr. 
Wright noted. “The diary also 
shows that Byrd was deeply re- 
ligious, and furnishes a needed 
corrective to the notion that the 
so-called cavaliers of Virginia 
were an utterly worldly race with- 
out regard for godliness.”

It was on August 30 Mr. Sztolc- 
man telephoned-his wife he had 
obtained ticket and sleeping car 
reservation for her to leave War- 
saw. Polish troops had been mobi- 
lizing after nightfall and he deem-~ 
ed it wise for her to leave im- 
mediately. 

Discounted Crisis. 

Mrs. Sztolcman accepted the 
idea very lightly because she 
thought the Poles were growing 
jittery without cause, and were 
only going through a-“war of 
nerves.” She reluctantly packed 
a few belongings and had to leave 
behind her husband, home, furni- 
ture, servants,,and Romah, the 
Siamese cat. She entrained for 
Riga in Latvia, expecting to re- 
main there until the war scare 
was over. 

That night, Mrs. Sztoleman was 
thrown from her berth on the 
floor of the car when the train 
was wrecked. The wreck was 
near Vilna, and here she stayed 36 
hours without food. Little sips of 
brandy helped some, and an oc- 
casional cigaret gave a little cour- 
age to the refugees. 

During those troublesome days, 
heavily loaded trains of Polish sol- 
diets, headed for the frontier, were 
given the right of way. The men 
raised their voices in patriotic 
songs and waved kisses to people 
standing beside the railroad tracks. 


They acted as if on a holiday in- 


stead of facing the possibility of 
never returning to their loved 
ones. Mrs. Sztolcman was great- 
ly moved by the carefree action of 
the troops. 

Money Was Worthless. 

When she left Warsaw, Mrs. 
Sztoleman had four. British 
crowns, equal to $20 in American 
money, but the crowns could not 
‘be changed because England de- 
clared war on Germany while she 
was preparing to entrain for Riga. 
At this juncture, a young Swede 
loaned her money to buy a ticket 
for Riga, and she reached her des- 
tination several days overdue. In 
Riga, Earl Packer, consul to the 
American legation, cashed a check 
for Mrs. Sztoleman, which enabled 
her to purchase transportation to 
Tallinn, in Estonia. There she was 
met by the American consul and 
obtained her visa. 

From Tallinn she too® a boat to 
Helsinki, Finland, and there ‘em- 
barked by ship for Stockholm. 
Hunger, fatigue and worry over 
the fate of her husband made Mrs. 
Sztoleman ill. She stayed thrée 
weeks in Stockholm in the Plaza 
hotel, with a temperature of 103 
degrees, caused from undernour- 
ishment and anxiety.

Where’s my apoplexy medicine! 
The latest is an “all pretzel diet!”

Device Brought Back From 
Texas May ‘Revolutionize’ 
Transportation. 


A device which Assistant Sol- 
licitor General Ed Stephens thinks 
may “revolutionize” the transpor- 
tation of prisoners in Georgia, was 
brought back yesterday from Dal- 
las, Texas, by Hugh Perryman, 
special investigator in the solicitor 
general's office, who went to Tex- 
as to return -Richard Gray Gal- 
logly, escaped Georgia life termer. 
It is a heavy leather belt with 
a set of handcuffs firmly fixed in 
a ring at the front.

Importance of Scientific Planning?’ 
For City, C ounty U rged by Expert 


Scientific planning for the fu- 

ture development of Atlanta and 
Fulton county was urged yester- 
day by Charles B. Bennett, of 
Chicago, field representative of 
the American Society of Planners, 
and one of the recognized national 
authorities on modern trends. 
+ Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
as the guest of Robert L. MacDou- 
gall, chairman of the Fulton Coun- 
ty Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion, Bennett dwelt at length on 
the benefits which such cities as 
Milwaukee and Cincinnati have 
received from years of planning 
and zoning control. 

Emphasizing that planning de- 
velopment is a real economy as 
well as wisdom, Bennett is con- 
sulting with officials on planning 
problems in this section of the 
south. 

In addition to MacDougall, May- 
or Hartsfield; Commissioner Scott 
Candler, of DeKalb county; Court- 
land S. Gilbert, secretary of the 
Fulton county planning group; 
Frank H. Neely, and Walter S. 
McNeal, were among the officials 
attending the luncheon. Neely and 


Milwaukee, Cincinnati Cited to Atlanta and Fulton Offi- 
cials as Examples of Benefits of Long-Range 
Plan; South Held Lagging. 


McNeal are members of the Ful- 
ton commission. 

The county of Milwaukee has 
had the benefit of a planning com- 
mission since 1926 and the city of 
Milwaukee since 1917, Bennett 
said in pointing out that Milwau- 
kee and Cincinnati, two of the 
best governed cities in the nation, 
give their taxpayers more serv- 
ices as a result of the highly de- 
veloped planning activities. He as- 
serted Milwaukee spends about 
$25,000 a year for technical plan- 
ning advice. 

“A  yplanning commission is 
merely the architect for the future 
building of a community,” Bennett 
said. “The south has been lament- 
ably backward in realizing the ad- 
vantages of planning, and has al- 
lowed developments to take place 
in a haphazard manner.” 

From 1917 until about a year 
ago, Bennett was in charge of the 
Milwaukee Planning Board offi- 
ces. His tour of Georgia has in- 
cluded Savannah, Brunswick and 
Macon. He has been accompanied 
by R. C. Job, director of the state 
planning board. 


DIES HUNTING RED 
AS U.S. SHIP CZAR’ 


George Mink Called ‘Power 
Behind Scenes’ Running 
Maritime Union. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(P)— 
Aroused by testimony that Soviet 
Russia has a_ stranglehold on 
American sea shipping through 
Communist control of the National 
Maritime Union, the Dies com- 
mittee decided today to press a 
hunt for an alleged Soviet secret 
police agent who was described as 
“a power behind the scenes.” 

William McCuistion, suspended 
member of the National Maritime 
Union, said that this man was 
George Mink, and that he could 
“give orders” to Earl Browder, the 
general secretary of the Commu- 
nist party in the United States. 
Mink, he added, had been particu- 
larly ‘active on the west coast. 

Chairman Dies, Democrat, Tex- 
as, disclosed that the committee 
had been endeavoring to subpoena 
Mink, and directed Rhea Whitley, 
committee counsel, to ask the Jus- 
tice Department to aid it. 

From McCuistion and Frederick 
C. Phillips, of New York, also a 
seaman, the committee received 
testimony that Communists had 
control of the NMU, though they 
said that relatively few of the 
members were Communists. 

Phillips told the committee that 
80 per cent of the union’s leader- 
ship was Communist and that “the 
other 20 per cent are afraid to 
open their mouths.” 

Phillips, who said he was a vol- 
unteer in the air corps during the 
World War and a member of the 
American Legion at Dover, Del., 
expressed the opinion that the 
Communist party in Russia was 
trying to control the marine in- 
dustry in the United States be- 
cause it was a “paralyzing indus- 
try.”

Buy-Cox-College Mass Meet- 
ing Presided Over by 
Mayor Harris. 


Plans for floating a $65,000 bond 
issue in College Park for the pur- 
chase of the Cox College property 
as the site for a civic center were 
given added impetus last night at 
a mass meeting at the S. R. Young 
school, with Mayor G. W. Harris 
presiding.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(4#)—For 
five years—minus one very Ssig- 
nificant day—the sickening fear 
that gangdom’s code imposes 
sealed the lips of Frank Guardino. 
Five years ago today a $2,000 
payroll was stolen from Lvo Sim- 
mons, manager of a New York 
furniture firm.

Yesterday “the block of granite” 
opened up. Today the grand 
jury indicted five men, all New 
Yorkers, for robbery. If Guardino 
had held his tongue one more day, 
the statute of limitations would 
have protected his pals against 
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Guardino, serving 10 to 20 
years, told Auburn prison’s war- 
den that he was ready to talk at 


last, that he knew it was dan-|P. M. 


gerous to squeal, that he might 

die for breaking his silence, but 

that the statute of limitations soon 

would let his pals go scot free. 
Wanted Revenge. 

He wanted revenge for his pals’ 
neglect of his family. 

“T don’t care what happens to 
me,” he said. “But Chauncey and 
Puggy and the rest of those bums 
didn’t give my wife anything to 
buy food and medicine. I wanted 
my wife and kids to have enough 
to eat.” 

One of the five indicted was 
working as a police reporter at 
the Nassau county police head- 
quarters. He told officers he got 
the job “to keep track of what po- 
lice were doing.” 

“The block of granite” will go 
back to Auburn prison where, he 
said, they would call him 
“squealer” now.

COTTONSEED HULLS’ 
NEW USES REPORTED 


Scientists Say Treatment 
Would Increase Channels 
for Utilization. 


PITTSBURGH, Nov. 2.—(P)— 
The Cotton Research Foundation 
at Mellon Institute reported to- 


day it has discovered numerous 
new channels for the utilization 
during its 
broad research program to develop 
new uses for the cotton plant. 

More than. 1,250,000 tons of the 
hulls are produced annually and 
their present value of $5 to $6 a 
ton could be greatly increased if 
they were used as a source of in- 
dustrial chemicals, stock feed, fer- 
tilizer and cellulose for pulp and 
paper manufacture, the _ report 
stated. 

Suggesting new uses for the 
hulls, Doctors D. M. Musser and 
R. F. Nickerson suggested they 
could be carbonized and this prod- 
uct employed as a pigment in oils 
and paints or for the manufacture 
of such carbon products as elec- 
trodes. Distilled into an aqueous 
solution, enough acetic acid and 
other chemicals are produced to 
make a hard drying tar, probably 
good for preserving hardwoods. 

The scientists found the hull 
bran gave a higher yield than any 
other known plant material of fur- 
fural, a highly reactive compound 
used in the manufacture of plas- 
tics and resins and in solvent re- 
fining processes. . ‘
